Favorable ReportsCome 
From Los Angeles and 
Grand Rapids 


RAND RAPIDS, Mich., 
Nov. 5.—Reflecting the 
generally prosperous business 


conditions throughout the 
country conditions in the 
motor truck business in 
Grand Rapids have improved 
greatly during the past two 
weeks.

The stability of the local truck 
market is no better indicated 
than by the action of the White 
Company and the Mack-Inter- 
national Motor Truck Corpora- 
tion in creating extensive distri- 
bution facilities through the ac- 
quisition of enlarged buildings 
for housing the display,- service 
and executive units of their or- 
ganization. 

The actions of the above two

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Battery Man’s System Cuts Down Paper Work 





His Three Forms Keep 
Track of All Shop Jobs 





T IS always a problem to strike a happy medium in the 
average shop between too much paper work and not 
enough. The busy shop man does not want to be bothered 
with a lot of forms, bookkeeping and writing, but at the 
same time he must, for his own and his customers’ pro- 
tection, keep track of the jobs being worked on. 

Manuel Elecorn, manager of the Exide Battery Sta- 
tion, Lexington, Ky., has developed his paper work to a 
high point of efficiency so that he can conduct his business 
with a minimum of clerical routine and yet know exactly 


where he stands. 


He explains in this way what forms he 


has found indispensible and how he uses them. 


PRINTED TAG 
“We think that we have a very 
simple little system for the 
handling of the details of our 
business, which at the same time 


gives us everything that we want 
to know without any excess work 
or_ labor,’ says Mr. Elcorn, in 
discussing the system that the 
station uses in keeping track of 
their battery business. ‘““We have 
a printed manila tag that we fill 
in with the date, name and ad- 
dress of the person bringing the 
job in to us. This tag is put on 
the battery. ; 

“Then we have what we calla 
shop card, which is filled out and 
sent to the shop. This shop card 
not only has the date, name and 
address but spaces for the list- 
ing of what is to be done, the 
materials to be used and the 
quantity if it is a repair job. 
There is a space for the entering 
of the price for charging, rental 
or repairing, as the case may be. 
Other valuable data, such as car 
and model, date delivered, and 
such things have a space pro- 
vided for them on this shop 
ecard. 

SHOP CARD 

“This siOp card goes to the 
shop and is filed there. It re- 
mains in the shop until the job 
is finished and delivered, when 
this card is thrown away. We 
have never found any reason to 
keep these cards. We feel that 
when a job is finished and deliv- 
ered, it is a finished job. 

“Tf the job is a cash job, which 
many are, we naturally collect at 
the time of delivery. There is no 
need to have any system to take 
care of that except the regular 
familiar bookkeeping system. For 
charge accounts we have a print- 
ed slip form whith we fill out 
with the date, name and address 
of the person for whom the job 
was done and an itemization of 
the job together with charges. 
That is-made out in the shop and 
comes to the office for handling. 
In the office it is entered in the 
ledzec in the proper account and 
taken care-ofin the regular 
bookkeeping system that we use. 

“This is all the system that we 
use in the shop, but we have 
found that it works very well. It 
satisfies our needs to perfection 
and gives us all the detail that 
we ever want. It is of such a 
simple nature that it almost 
works itself, which is what a 
system should do, I believe.”
